Dana Clark, with whom he makes 
his home, and Mrs. Robert Morri- 
son of Detroit; two sons, David L., 
of Smith and Coutts Company, and 
William M. of Somerville, a stereo- 
typer on the Boston Post. There 
are six grandchildren, 

Mr. Coutts is second oldest mem- 
ber of the Free Church, the oldest 
being Mrs. Agnes Donald Gordon 
of Japan. He ‘belongs to the local 
Masonic lodge, and is at the Square 
and Compass club practically every 
Saturday evening. Afternoons he 
often walks down to the library 
and drops into the club.
